The 'Turtle People' of The Cove

For years, decades, centuries, maybe millennia 
and perhaps even eons, generations of diamond-backed 
terrapins have arrived and returned to the shores of 
Hammetts Cove in Marion to mate and lay their eggs, just 
as their ancestors before them did, forever imprinted with

the place of their birth, the place where they themselves 
will nest to bring forth the next generation of terrapins 
into the world. 

Enter humans onto the scene in 1998 with the 
development and inhabitation of the development known 
as The Cove. Sandy, dry, upland vegetated areas that 
had forever been occupied by clutches of terrapin eggs 
were suddenly gone, filled in with housing foundations, 
covered by gravel walkways, paved with asphalt, and 
replaced with rows of sod and bark mulched flower beds. 

Diamond-backed terrapins face this fate 
all along the coastline from New England south to 
Florida as terrapin habitats are converted into housing 
developments, threatening the very existence of the 
terrapins. The population was nearly eliminated by the 
turn of the 20 th century, having been considered a gourmet 
delicacy, ultimately landing terrapins on the threatened 
species list in Massachusetts. 

In 2015, residents of Jenney Lane - concerned 
about terrapins they witnessed struggling to nest in places 
that were then inhospitable to the terrapin mothers and 
their clutches - teamed up with local turtle expert Don 
"Turtle Guy" Lewis and his wife. Sue Weiber Nourse, 
and concocted a plan to create a "turtle garden" on the 
Hammetts Cove shore off Jenney Lane, an enclosed, 
protective, restored habitat for the terrapins to nest. In 
this safe, sandy spot, the turtles would be monitored, eggs 
protected from the myriad of predators, and welcomed 
to return unfettered to restore the local population of 
terrapins and, thus, the balance of nature at Hammetts 
Cove. 

The project was a success, leading to the safe 
release of 120 baby terrapins into the wild. With only one 
in 350 baby terrapins surviving into adulthood, Lewis,

Nourse, and Jenney Lane residents helped increase those 
odds to about a one-in-ten chance at survival for dozens 
more terrapin eggs and the resulting babies. 

This year, the project has seen further success to 
everyone's delight and surprise. 

"The turtle garden at The Cove off Hammetts 
Creek in Marion has transformed that area into a veritable 
terrapin 'Field of Dreams/" said Lewis, who recently 
moved to Florida with his wife Nourse. "If you build 
it, they will come," he added. "Its success as a turtle 
sanctuary has exceeded all expectations and predictions." 

Lewis and Nourse left Jenney Lane resident 
Landis Major in charge after they relocated, which is 
something Major never expected in life - not just that he 
would become a turtle garden leader, but that it would 
become a passion that would change him into what he is 
today, which is a self-proclaimed "turtle person." 

"I didn't know what I was getting into," said 
Major as he donned a rain jacket and made his way down 
the street in the middle of a tropical storm just as it began 
to rain to check-in on the turtle nests. He calls his turtle 
duty his "summer job," averaging an extra four to five 
miles a day of walking just from stepping out his door for 
the short walk to the restored turtle habitat every hour or 
two. 

Major keeps an eye out for nesting terrapin 
mothers and then fortifies the nests with those sticks used 
to mark the boundaries of driveways for snow plows.

They are staked deep into the sand around the nest in 
a teepee-like formation to keep the foxes from digging 
them up. They are then reinforced by chicken wire walls 
in a cage-like structure to make it even more difficult to 
penetrate. 

Major may have been left in charge of the project, 
but this is definitely not a one-man job. 

Cove resident Debbie Ewing and her husband 
Michael Machen have also become turtle people that 
Hammetts Cove terrapins can count on to mind their 
precious eggs, protect them from predators and chase off 
foxes and coyotes, and accompany their hatchlings to the 
safety of the marsh's mud. 

"Debbie's my right-hand person," said Major. 
Ewing met Major at her doorstep, excited that one of the 
terrapin eggs she had safely incubated in a bucket in her 
home had just that moment hatched. 

"It's very, very exciting. It's even hard to express/' 
said Ewing. The pair were happy to report that this year 
there was an abundance of new terrapin nests - scores 
more than last year. There were actually many more than

they anticipated, and many more than they were able to 
save. If the terrapin mom isn't caught in the act of laying 
the eggs. Major said, then the nest is covered up without 
a trace. The only evidence of an existing nest would come 
later, with a small indentation in the sand and scattered 
eggshells left behind by a hungry fox. 

"We're all in a learning phase," said Major. "And 
we'll only get better," added Ewing. 

Ewing describes the experience as a terrapin 
caretaker as "the pinnacle of life." She has always loved 
nature, but she never imagined starring in her very own 
personal "Animal Planet episode," as she described it. 

As a former elementary school teacher, Ewing 
said she would enjoy getting local students somehow 
involved in the terrapin rescue efforts. Major said his 
grandchildren have certainly enjoyed assisting in the 
caring of the turtles. 

"That's the best part," said Machen, "teaching the 
next generation." 

Ewing said Major was the right guy for the job, 
and residents, confident in his leadership abilities, even 
recently elected him as president of the homeowner's 
association for The Cove. 

"Landis and his team have made miracles happen 
for the terrapins of Sippican Harbor," said Lewis. 

No one knows for sure just how long those turtles 
have been coming to the cove, but Major and Ewing are 
committed to ensuring their return for many years to 
come. 

"We're turtle people," said Ewing as she, Machen, 
and Major stood in the kitchen, leaning over a yellow 
bucket containing five baby terrapins that hatched only 
moments before - and they wouldn't have it any other 
way.

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Mattapoisett Man Charged 
in August 31 Shooting 
By Jean Perry 

Mattapoisett Police arrived at a North Street 
house on Wednesday night, August 31, after a loud 
argument followed by a gunshot prompted neighbors to 
call for emergency response. 

At the house, police found one man bleeding 
from a gunshot wound to the upper arm and arrested the 
suspected shooter. 

In an August 31 press release, Mattapoisett Police 
Chief Mary Lyons stated, "At the residence, [police] 
found that two males, known to each other, had a verbal 
argument that became physical. One male shot the other 
male in bicep area of his arm. The suspect that fired the 
handgun was arrested." 

In a September 1 updated press release after 
the Wareham District Court arraignment of the suspect, 
Mattapoisett Police identified the shooter as 63-year-old 
Michael McCarthy of 189 North Street. 

McCarthy was charged with assault and battery 
by discharging a firearm, discharging a firearm within 500 
feet of a dwelling, and assault and battery on a household 
member. 

The gunshot victim is 29-year-old Jonathan 
McCarthy, the suspect's son, who lives at the same 
address. 

McCarthy told police that he shot his son in self-

This Mattapoisett Life

It's September 4, 2016 and I'm alone in the water 
of Mattapoisett Harbor, alone and sliding through the 
very cool water at town beach. 

The ocean has seemed cooler this summer 
than last. My swimming partner, who is not with me 
today, says the same thing. In spite of days of heat, our 
pilgrimages to the sea have found us experiencing cool 
water temperatures. We are undaunted. She usually is 
dressed from head to ankle in sun-screening garments 
meant to protect her delicate skin from damaging 
sunlight, and I, I'm in my wetsuit. 

I get a fair number of funny looks from people, 
especially on hot days as I slip into the welcoming waters 
off Ned's Point wearing my wetsuit. I don't care. All I care 
about is getting into that water, using my aching body in 
ways I would never be able to on land, feeling the lack of 
gravity on a crooked spine, on a pair of stressed-out feet 
and a soul quite weary and yearning for this release. 

She and I call Ned's Point our church, our 
spiritual healing place, our sanctuary. In the height of 
summer, and in spite of high ambient temperatures, we 
are on many occasions the only ones swimming. All the 
more for us, we think. It is ours. Other times we share it 
with like-minded people who have found, as we have, 
that this tiny beach, open to the currents of Buzzards Bay 
and beyond, is transporting and I think, necessary. 

We stay in the water until our fingers are 
puckered and numb. Like children unwilling to stop their 
play, we haul ourselves out attesting to what grand fun 
it was and promises of doing it again tomorrow. We pay 
close attention to the tide charts finding those days and 
times where our shore-side responsibilities may be put 
aside because the tide will be in and we must enter our

A Brief History Of The Elizabeth Islands 
By Marilou Newell 

With the threat of advancing hurricane winds 
bearing down on Shipyard Park, Seth Mendell' s 
September 4 lecture on the history of the Elizabeth Islands 
was moved from that scenic perch to the Mattapoisett 
Historical Society Museum. 

As the audience grew, many sat in the narrow 
balcony that flanks the tiny gallery. All were transported 
to another space in time when ships and commerce, 
trading partners, and pirates roamed the open waters 
between New Bedford, Boston, Cuttyhunk, Martha's 
Vineyard, and exotic places far beyond. 

It was a fortuitous move from the outdoor venue 
as Mendell was able to use the enormous Ashley map that 
graces the facing interior wall behind the pulpit. Armed 
with his mighty laser pointer, he spoke to the packed 
house while aiming the pointer at references along the 
map. 

And he began at the very beginning. . . 

Mendell took the group back in time to the very 
formation of the island chain. Their creation, although 
directly related to glacial movement, was from the gravel 
and soils that were entombed inside the frozen water. 
While the glaciers pushed and pulled the earth from 
beneath, they also deposited many megatons of material 
as they melted away. 

The islands make up the town of Gosnold and 
are comprised of seven major islands: Nonamesset, 
Uncantena, Naushon, Pasque, Nasawena, Penikese, and 
Cuttyhunk. There are another 15 lesser ones for a total of 
22 in all. 

"It's hard to say where the first people came 
from," Mendell said as he began to populate the now 
fully formed islands. He said the Wampanoag Indians 
inhabited the islands, as had an earlier people who left 
behind topographical evidence. 
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"The first white man to land there was 
Barthomele Gosnold in June 1602," Mendell said. "He 
landed on Cuttyhunk as he sailed the area for his Queen, 
Queen Elizabeth." Thus the islands were named after the 
English queen. "He named Martha's Vineyard after his 
daughter it is believed," he added. 

Mendell said Gosnold had planned to set up 
a colony as the British were wont to do wherever they 
landed, but, "He ran out of supplies, so after about three 
or four weeks they loaded up the ship with sassafras 
roots and cedar logs and hightailed it back to England." 

From that point, Mendell talked about the 
great Pilgrim migration between 1620 and 1630 when 
approximately 75,000 Europeans sailed here with 15,000 
alone landing in the Bay Colony - Boston. 

King James the First, who ruled after Elizabeth, 
"didn't want to be bothered with the islands," Mendell 
said. "He gave them to the Council of New England." 
They, in turn, promptly sold them off to a Thomas 
Mayhew. Mayhew had also been negotiating with the 
Wampanoags from whom he purchased Naushon in 1654. 

The islands changed hands a number of times, 
but in 1730 it was sold to James Bowdoin and his family 
who owned it for 113 years. While at one time the 
islands were valued for the timber, once denuded from 
over harvesting, sheep were raised for wool. Bowdoin 
employed as many as twenty tenant farm families to 
tend the sheep. "Tarpaulin Cove had become a center of 
activity," Mendell said. 

Pirates added to the richness and fun of 
Mendell' s brief history. Due to the amount of commercial 
shipping taking place throughout Buzzards Bay and 
surrounding waters, merchant ships were ripe for the 
picking. Thus, such scalawags as Thomas Pound, Thomas 
Hawkins, and William Kidd grabbed all they could. 

This caused the merchants who were being 
robbed to petition for help from Boston. The powers that 
be deployed armed British ships to the island chain in 
1669 led by a Captain Pierce. "A pitched battle ensued, 
and the pirates were captured and sent to Newport where 
they were hung," Mendell said. 

As time went on, business and local populations 


Wayne 
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grew. Farmers mixed with sailors and one account from 
those days memorialized it this way: "In the evening, 
there was much frolicking about..." Mendell said with a 
chuckle. 

Prior to the outbreak of the American Revolution 
in 1775, many lighthouses were built along the shores of 
Buzzards Bay, Mendell said, due to the vast amount of 
maritime activity taking place. 

During the war itself, Mrs. Bowdoin asked for 
help from the council in Boston. She wrote, "They have 
abused inhabitants, stolen ships, and taken sheep and 
wool. . ." Before the war ended, the British would burn 
both New Bedford and Falmouth to the ground, Mendell 
said. 

The Forbes family has owned the islands since the 
mid-1800s. A family trust still owns the property today. 
The 1998 census reports that there are 359 Forbes heirs. 

The first Forbes to live on the islands was John 
Murray Forbes. He called the place "an unspoiled 
jewel" and set about making improvement such as 
better drainage, stone walls to hold the sheep in certain 
locations, and the planting of thousands of trees to aid 
in erosion control. After a while, he would buy out all 
remaining Bowdoin heirs. 

As a side note, Mendell said he always tried to 
follow the money when exploring the history of famous 
people. As for the Forbes family, their income came from 
trading between New England and Alaskan native tribes 
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where seal and sea otter pelts were obtained and then 
taken to China and traded for tea and silk. Of the Chinese 
he said, "They loved those pelts." Of the Forbeses he said, 
"They made a killing on tea and silk." 

When the government wanted to set up a 
penal colony on Nashawena in 1904, Malcolm Forbes 
bought that island to keep it from becoming "something 
they didn't want," Mendell said. The Forbes family 
had been good stewards of the island, said Mendell, 
preventing their beauty from being sullied by commercial 
development. 

Even though the islands are held privately, 
boaters can drop anchor and go ashore. (Having done so 
myself, if you have the chance to go, do so. It will take 
your breath away.) 


Meandering Storm Spares Tri-Town Area

On Sunday, September 4, Mattapoisett Harbor 
was bustling with people out enjoying the cooler, crisp air 
as an eastern breeze blew off hats and flapped flags, while 
some scurried to remove their boats from the water in 
anticipation of what was shaping up to be Tropical Storm 
Hermine. 

The National Weather Service had already 
upgraded the Southcoast alert from a tropical storm 
watch to a tropical storm warning, and with the threat of 
a slow-moving storm system meandering its way past us 
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over the course of a few rough days of wind and waves, 
local harbormasters and boaters took the "rather safe than 
sorry" approach. 

However, mid-day on Tuesday, September 
6, the NWS canceled its tropical storm warning and 
downgraded it to a gale warning for the immediate coast. 

With maximum sustained winds at 60 miles-per- 
hour at press time, now dubbed "Post-Tropical Storm 
Hermine" was still about two days away from its closest 
approach to Southeastern Massachusetts - forecast for 
Thursday, September 8 around 8:00 am- when the NWS 
predicts winds will decrease to less than 39 mph. A 
tropical storm warning remained in effect for Long Island, 
New York. 

None of the three towns reported any substantial 
damage from the storm, with only scattered tree limbs 
reported down in Rochester and Mattapoisett. 

"No real storm news, which is a good thing," said 
Rochester Police Chief Paul Magee. 

Mattapoisett Harbormaster Jill Simmons said 
the harbor itself remained relatively at ease, although 
parts near Connett Point and outside the harbor itself got 
"kicked around" a bit, as Simmons put it. 

"Nothing sank," said Simmons frankly. "Nothing 
really much happened." 

She reported that most boats over 25 feet in 
length remained in the water, but a significant number of 
smaller boats were pulled out by their owners on Sunday

morning and afternoon while the storm threat was 
highest. 

The storm was not a significant rainmaker, 
although the potential for scattered showers remained in 
the forecast until Thursday.

The Town of Marion has officially been presented 
with an offer for the donation of the Benjamin D. Cushing 
VFW Post 2425 building at 465 Mill Road, and the offer 
will appear on the October 24 Special Fall Town Meeting 
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warrant. 

The VFW made the offer in a letter addressed 
to the Marion Board of Selectmen, which discussed the 
matter briefly Tuesday night during the September 6 
meeting of the selectmen. 

Town Administrator Paul Dawson said the 
members of VFW Post 2425, which has recently decided 
to disband due to a decline in membership over the past 
few years, voted in April to donate the building on Route 
6 to the Town of Marion, with the specific hope that it 
be used as a senior center/ community center, and that 
existing stone monuments and plaques dedicated to those 
who have served remain at the property. 

"This is obviously an extremely generous offer on

behalf of the . . . VFW Post 2425," said Dawson. 

Board of Selectmen Chairman Jody Dickerson 
said he could "go on and on for hours" about all the 
service and generosity the VFW has shown the town since 
it was first established decades ago. 

"I think we owe it to the townspeople to bring it 
forward at this special town meeting," Dickerson said. 

Town Meeting voters will have to vote to accept 
the offer as an article on the warrant. 

Selectman Stephen Cushing, whose great-uncle 
served in World War I and to whom the VFW building 
was dedicated, applauded the offer but lamented the 
disbanding of the VFW. 

"It's the end of an era," said Cushing. "A lot of 
things are going through my head right now about this." 

Selectman Steve Gonsalves said it would be 
appropriate that the town keep the name of the building 
the same, continuing to honor Benjamin D. Cushing, who 
gave his life in the war. 

The selectmen motioned to place the item on the 
special town meeting warrant and approved the motion. 
The Board of Selectmen will meet for a special meeting at 
8:30 am on Friday, September 9, to close and approve the 
special town meeting warrant. 

In other matters, the selectmen approved a three- 
year extension on an aquaculture permit for Catherine 
Brodeur. 

The board declared several aluminum ladders 
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belonging to the Fire Department as surplus property. The 
ladders will be cut and sold as scrap metal. 

The board also briefly discussed a payment in 
lieu of taxes (PILOT) offer from Clean Energy Collective, 
developers of the solar farm located on Tucker Lane. 

The PILOT agreement requires a town meeting 
vote and will appear as an article on the special town 
meeting warrant. Dawson stressed that it is not a 
reduction in the amount of taxes the company would 
pay, but simply a way of spreading out a more even and 
predictable amount each year for the life of the project. 

The next scheduled regular meeting of the Board 
of Selectmen will be September 20 at 7:00 pm at the 
Marion Town House. 
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Draft Of Master Plan Reviewed 

Marion Planning Board

The September 6 meeting of the Marion Planning 
Board was dominated with discussion regarding the 
master plan draft from SRPEDD. 

Board members in attendance were Chairman 
Robert Lane, Stephen Kokkins, Jennifer Francis, Eileen 
Marum, Will Saltonstall , and Michael Popitz. Also in 
attendance and leading the master plan discussion was 
Town Planner Ken Buckland. 

The first section, and the one garnering the lion's 
share of the hour-long evaluation, was that of Open Space 
and Recreation. 

Buckland said there were three primary goals 
associated with this section of the draft document: 1) 
process and procedures; 2) development of open and 
recreational spaces; and 3) access to open and recreational 
spaces. Buckland said, "Overall, Steve Kokkins' idea of 
the seaside nature of the area has substantial impact on 
the 'theme' that could be considered - coastal resources." 

Francis said, "Being a coastal community should 
be up front in the master plan, touching all aspects of the 
master plan." 

Buckland moved to another comment he had 
received, noting, "There is a difference of opinion on 
hiring a conservation agent.... Possibly [we could] have a 
shared position with other towns." He also noted Kokkins 
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questioning the need for a conservation agent. 

Francis commented, "Probably premature. It's 
going to cost money. We can wait to decide." 

Kokkins thought, "As other strategies are 
implemented, we can see and evaluate in the future." 

Chairman of the newly created Stewards Of Open 
Space, Margie Baldwin, the only person other than the 
Planning Board members attending the meeting said, "In 
Rochester, the conservation agent is the go-to person." She 
continued, "Our idea came about for coordination and 
collaboration. ... We have a great deal of open space, but 
how is it being managed?" Baldwin wondered aloud. 

The Stewards Of Open Space (SOOS), Baldwin 
explained, is a sub-committee of the Marion Open 
Space Acquisition Commission. Their role during the 
development of the town's master plan is to pull together 
voices from throughout the community in an effort to 
ensure all are being heard as the plan is written. 

Francis said that the town's Open Space 
Acquisition Commission was drafting open space 
and recreational planning and thought that the SOOS 
could handle the community collaboration piece for the 
commission. 

Baldwin said, "I think MOSAC felt threatened 
that we were taking their role - this is a collaboration, 
vision." 

On another topic from the draft, Popitz said that 
other countries, whose waterside properties are at risk for 
flooding, have a policy for swapping the at-risk parcels 
with parcels on higher ground. 

Saltonstall felt it was an interesting concept worth 
reviewing, but putting a value on properties would be 
difficult. 

Buckland said, "It's worth exploring." 

The Planning Board hopes to have all comments 
and edits back to SRPEDD by September 20 with a goal 
of presenting a fully fleshed-out Master Plan at Town 
Meeting in May 

The next meeting of the Marion Planning Board 
is scheduled for September 19 at 7:00 pm at the Marion 
Town House. 
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Error in Grassi Bog Plans Discovered 

Marion Open Space Acquisition Commission

The long awaited repairs to the town-owned 
Grassi Bog property hit a bump in the dike road when 
it was discovered that measurements on the NRCS 
engineered drawings were wrong. 

Formerly the U.S. Conservation Service, the 
Natural Resources Conservation Services agency is 
funding repairs that will result in improved drainage 
and stormwater management to the former commercial 
bog acreage. They also developed the latest set of plans 
designed to bring an end to the water runoff problems 
that have beset the parcel and the abutters for several 
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years. 

During the Marion Open Space Acquisition 
Commission meeting on September 1, commission 
member John Rockwell explained, "ConCom has 
discovered that there was a typo in the plans." He said 
that somehow when the plans were being drawn up, 
presumably via a computer program, it erroneously 
converted 21 feet to 21 inches. Rockwell expressed his 
relief that the error had been discovered before mistakes 
were made at the Grassi Bog site. 

As noted in a 2009 press release from the 
Buzzards Bay Coalition, "The NRCS has provided $100,000 
in funding to the town to restore the site into a more natural 
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wetland system. Restoration activities include rerouting 
the river from an existing bypass channel to a new channel 
that will flow through the bog , construction of an emergency 
spillway to protect the dike that creates the existing 8-acre 
pond, creation of new spotted turtle habitat, elimination offish 
passage impediments, and removal berms. " (http://buzzardsbay. 
orglgrassi-bog-restoration.htm) 

In other business, the commission discussed 
the creation of an open space survey. They plan a two- 
pronged approach to engage the residents of Marion as 
the commission works to develop an open space plan that 
will eventually become part of the town's master plan, 
which is also under development. 

Rockwell told the commissioners that a direct 
mail letter would be sent to a random sampling group 
with follow-up communications via telephone. He 
said that in this fashion, they should achieve up to a 
50 percent return rate. The second part of the plan is 
to drive residents to the town's online survey via press 
releases and other media pathways in an effort to increase 
participation. 

Commissioner Randy Parker said, "There's been 
a lot of controversy on this thing. I want to get it right." 
Everyone agreed with Parker's comment. 

The commission also discussed lands 
contiguously located to present-day open space parcels 
such as Washburn Park, Bather property, Pina property 
and others in their ongoing work to identify and suggest

For the first time in two decades, Tabor Academy 
has started preseason athletics under the direction of a 
new athletic director. 

The position was taken over by Conan Leary, a 
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Tabor graduate from the class of 1997, who was chosen 
for his excellence and enthusiasm in his numerous roles 
in the Tabor community throughout his time as both a 
student and a member of the faculty. 

Between September 1 and September 5, 
approximately 200 athletes gathered on campus to 
prepare for the upcoming fall season, enduring two 
practices per day in their respective sports in hopes of 
earning a coveted spot on a varsity lineup. 

For Girls Soccer Captain Nicole Fernandes, a 
senior at Tabor, the most important part of preseason is 
"having the entirety of the girls' soccer program train and 
play together and not be segregated by team or talent." 

"Everyone is able to enjoy playing soccer while 
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both strengthening and forming bonds with other female 
soccer players at Tabor," said Fernandes. 

To better facilitate the preseason activities and the 
beginning of the sporting year at Tabor, Leary has decided 
to direct his full attention to the new position rather than 
coaching JV football as he has in the past. 

"It's allowed me to be a little bit more present and 
aware," said Leary. "I can be a part of all the teams." 

One of Leary's biggest focuses has been to take 
advantage of the passions and skills of the school's 
teachers. Nearly all Tabor faculty are what Leary calls 
"triple threat faculty" - those who are teachers, coaches, 
and dorm parents all in one. Because of the success of this 
model, there are only two non-faculty coaches this year. 

Leary has communicated with the faculty to learn 
about their passions and match them to not only where 
their strengths lie, but also where their enthusiasm most 
greatly benefits the athletes. 

The goal is to "help the kids involved in those 
sports have a better experience," said Leary. 

In his first season as athletic director, changes 
have already been made to the fall's athletic offerings. 
Joining the current sports - football, field hockey, cross 
country, and soccer - will be volleyball, giving students 
more options to stay active in the fall season. 

One of the most popular activities this fall is 
becoming "crew" onboard the school's schooner, the SSV 
Tabor Boy. To better accommodate the overwhelming 
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number of students interested in working onboard the 
vessel, the season has been split up into several three- 
week sections, rotating the students so that they get a 
taste of the vessel and decide whether they would like to 
continue as crew in the spring season. 

In other sports such as field hockey, a third 
team referred to commonly as "JV B" will be added to 
accommodate the large number of students interested in 
the sport. 

In addition to his role as athletic director, Leary 
will continue to coach wrestling this winter, a sport in 
which he not only earned New England Independent 
School Wrestling Association Coach of the Year in 2014 
and Massachusetts Coach of the Year in 2015, but was an 
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All-American and National Champion during his Tabor 
career. 

For Leary, this position is a great opportunity to 
build upon the Tabor Academy athletic community that 
he has both benefited from and contributed to. 

"The prior athletic office did a very good job, but 
it's exciting to think forward," said Leary. "There is a lot 
to do, but it's very good work."

Bad Boys

Hell or High Water. Starring Jeff Bridges and Chris 
Pine. Directed by David Mackenzie. Running time: 
102 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

At the end of a long, hot summer of movies 
for (essentially) children, there's a tendency for crit- 
ics to overrate a film that at least pretends to be for 
adults. The latest example is the crime drama Hell 
or High Water, which has just opened locally after a 
few weeks in limited release. The movie certainly 
isn't bad; it offers some pleasures and actually has 
relevant things on its mind, yet wears the relevance 
lightly. It's hard, though, to escape the feeling that 
we've heard this story and met these characters 
before. The conflicts are deftly played, decently 
written. There's little flab but also little poetry, little 
reason this had to be a movie instead of, say, a novel 
or a radio play — it's a bit cinematically null. 

The relevance comes in with the motive for 
two brothers, Toby (Chris Pine) and Tanner (Ben 
Foster), to rob a string of Texas banks. They're rais- 
ing money to pay off the mortgage for the ranch 
that belonged to their late mother. The twist is that 
they're hitting branches of the same bank that holds 
the mortgage — they're robbing Peter to pay Peter. 
On their trail is Texas Ranger Marcus Hamilton (Jeff 
Bridges), who's set to retire in three weeks. Marcus 
has an amiably insulting relationship with his Co- 
manche partner Alberto Parker (Gil Birmingham) — 
he says ironically bigoted things to Alberto we know 
he doesn't really mean, and Alberto razzes Marcus 
about his impending obsolescence. 

The brothers are mostly harmless, though 
Toby is capable of quick, decisive violence and Tan- 
ner has done time for killing their abusive father. For 
a while, they go from bank to bank without hurt- 
ing anyone much. Then things go bad in a hurry, 
and the movie loses what garrulous Texan sprawl 
it had. There are a couple of funny scenes involving 
waitresses — flirtatious Katy Mixon, no-nonsense 
Margaret Bowman — which also, alas, points up that 
except for Marcus' replacement toward the end and 



Toby's ex-wife, waitresses and bank tellers are about 
all the women we see in this masculine world of 
guns, casinos and beer. 

Fargo is missed in more ways than one, not 
only because Marge Gunderson is a more original 
hero than Marcus, but because Hell or High Water 
feels like an amalgam of Coen brothers films — 

Fargo , No Country for Old Men, Raising Arizona, even 
True Grit with Bridges doing his gruff unintelligible 
shtick again — without the Coens' sense of wit or 
play. Director David Mackenzie never does anything 
discordant but never does anything genuinely sur- 
prising, either. The comfort and pleasure many may 
derive from the film might issue from its very been- 
there-done-that. It is very much "a movie like they 
used to make," only they used to make them with a 
bit more idiosyncrasy a little more art. 

The movie seems to want points for tell- 
ing a small story about regular people, except that 
these are the kind of regular people one meets only 
in movies: the desperate but noble bank robber, his 
half-crazy brother, the soon-retiring good ol' boy 
after them. These men could come across as arche- 
types rather than cliches, but they don't. Chris Pine 
and especially Ben Foster try to make something 
dangerous yet relatable out of the brothers, and 
there's a nifty bit of quietly combative dialogue at 
the end that would probably go down better if it 
didn't seem so pleased with itself for drawing from 
the same well as Heat, American Gangster and many 
other movies in which adversaries sit and take each 
other's measure. Hell or High Water is so busy taking 
inspiration from earlier movies that it forgets we've 
seen them too.
